Repeal Title 川 


3en.， Daniel Inouye，a Democrat from Hawaii， 
has introduced a bill to repeal Title 1 the emergency 
detention provision，of the lnternal Security Act of 
1]950,，popularly called the McCarran Act， 

Title 1 gives the President the power to declare 
an “internal security emmergency” in the event of any 
one of the following: - 

(]) lnvasion of the territory of the United States 
Or Its Possessions; oOr 

(2) Declaration of war by Congress; or 

(3) Insurrection within the United States in aid 
of a foreign enemy. 

Upon declaration -of :such an emergency, “the 
President，acting through the attorney general，is 
hereby authorized to apprehend and by order detain 

.each person as to whom there is reasonable 
ground to believe that such person Probably will en- 
gage in，or probably will conspire with others to 
engage in,， acts of espionage. 

Such persons would be held in detention camps， 
also provided by the Act.，They would be given a 
hearing before a Preliminary hearing officer.， Provi- 
sion is made for an appeals board. 

But at the hearings the attorney general does not 
have to furnish information “the revelation of which 
would disclose the identity or evidence of Govern- 
ment agents or officers which he believes it would 
be dangerous to national safety and security to di- 
VvuUlge.

” 9ome 110,000 Japanese-Americans were evacUu- 
ated to detention camps. It happened before to themn， 
it could happen again, to anyone.

JDecember in Myoming could be freezingly cold and 1919 was 
DO_ exception。 Wing was riding in the coach of a Union Pacific 
train and his teeth were cjlattering and not from the clickety-clack 
of the rolling wheels. 

He was on his way to Rock Springs where he would be a part: 
.Der with bis cousin running a small cafe in the mining town， 
had been a long haul，Ten years ago he arrived in San Francisco， 
a 17-yeaf-old, and worked as a dishwasher.、A decade later he was 
a chief cook at a Sierra Nevada lumber camp. - 


It was just as tough when his grandfather came to “Gum Shan” 


in 1871 and worked as a “coolie”boss on the very railway he was 
riding on at the moment，His father left as a school teacher in 
Canton to seek bis“gold” and made enough to send for him. 

'Ihe train bulled up at Evanston to take in a new crew and 
Some coal. 二 here was a few hours to kill and Wing looked up his 
fathers friend， Wong Beck. 

Sometimes the dice come snake eyes. Wong told him his“bart- 
Der had lost his restaurant，But sometimes you roll a sevem Wong 
,told him a cafe was for sale in town. 

The owner wanted $150，Wing pulled out his empty Pockets. 

A saloon proprietor loaned him $75 and the owner trusted him for 
the rest And Wing stayed in Evanston for nearly half a century.

9 coOwhands and the townfolks,mostly Mormons, liked Wing 
and in three years he made enough to bring his wife from China. 

Then the babies came， 机 then Lily,，LEillian，Lilac，\WVil-

“Wayman was six when the 0 came:， And for the next 
three or four years had to sell papers and stand on a wooden box 
to Wash dishes， But there weren't too many dishes to wash， People 
Werent eating onut. 

Wing refused to declare bankruptcy and was about to send 
the children to a state home' or some distant kin in California. 

Then came Roosevelt and the New Deal and Wing was able 
to keep the two cafes, hold bis family together and pay back their 
creditors and friends. 

In 1959 Wing sold his two cafes， Enough of the 12-16 hour 
grind，The children were grown and most of them were living 
in the Bay Area，To be near them，Wing moved to Berkeley..
